Washington, Aug. 29—Special—There is nothing new 


in regard to the disagreement between Gen. Miles and Sec- 
retary A'ger. The opinion is growing that the secretary 
will make no effort to have Miles brought before a cour 
martial. The latter's friends are anxious for such a chance 
to expose the secretary's duplicity, and have no fears of the 
result. They assert that as soon as the general returns from 
Porto Rico.he will proceed to make things warm in the vicin- 
ity of the war department, and force the secretary to retire 
if he refuses to make good his charges or make such amends 
as may be proper foi the slights to which he subjected the 
commander of the army, If neither the secretary nor the 
president will take the initiative the matter will be brought 
before congress and justice sought, no matter whose hearts 
may ache in const quence.

CHAITKR I. 


PANKIMI IIKI'AIITMF.NT. 


SECTION I. Therolshenihye«tnhlishedln this 
state u banking detiartiueiit. which shell have 
charce nf tho oiocuUun fif the laws inlntiir.r to 
bunks nnd tin* hankine bv!«inc34 ill thi> «i;ito. 
Such department shall iw designated asthtmtato 
baiiklni; department, anil shall bo under tho 
inanni:iiineiit nnd control nf n chief olllccr, who 
thall be called the brink comml<i<iiiiier. 


SECTION i. The bank commissioner shall bo 
appointed by the imvemor, by an.) with tbo ad- 
vice mid consent of the ecuate, and ahull hold 
his olllco for the term of live years, unlesit sooner 
removed by tlm eovertior.for good caiiMi.aud by 
ami witli thnconsentof txvn-thinlsof the mem- 
bers nf tho sonatn. Hu may apiHilnt a dopnty, 
and revoke such appointment nt plensurn. Such 
deputy shall possess all pownn, and iKirform thu 
duties attacbod to tlio olllce nf the. bank com. 
mlssloner during n vacancy In such utllco, ntid 
iliiriiiR tho absence or Inability of his principal. 
The bank cnmmlsitlonor may also employ, from 
time to time, mich clerks to assist him ami his 
deputy, lu the discharge of tho several duties 
impo-sd upon him by thin act, an he ilmli llud 
nocefc ary. The salary of the bunk commissioner 
•hall bo three thousand dollars perauuum. The 
•alary of the deputy and such clerks «s may be 
employed, shall bo nt such a rate twr auiium as 
the bank commissioner shall decide, not, how- 
ever, to exceed that of the deputies and clerks 
of the several stato departments. Tho salaries 
of tho bank commissioner, deputy and clerk* 
shall bo paid monthly by tho mate treasurer, 
upon n voucher countersigned by the secretary 
of state. Vouchers fur the deputy and clerks' 
salaries must bo llrst approved by the bank com. 
missionor. All actual and necessary traveling 
expenses of said bank commissioner, deputy or 
clerks, Incurred iu the discharge of their duties, 
shall Iw fully itemized upon proporvouchers and 
certlned In the order Indicated for tho salaries, 
and presented lo tho secretary uf state. If nl* 
lowed, tho secretary of state slmll countersign 
them. The stain treasurer shall, upon the pro. 
sentatinu of voucher* so allowed and counter- 
sinned, pay tho amount of such expemo. Within 
Ilflviin duys from tho notice of their appoint- 
ment, respectively, the bank commissioner and 
hlsdepitty shall take ami subscrllm the oath of 
ollice, proscribed -by the eoiistltutlon, nnd llio 
the same in tlio olllce of the secretary ot state.

SECTION 3. The bank commissioner shall do- 
vise a konl for the use of his otllce, which shall 
continue to be [lie peal of said deportment. A 
description of tho soal.wlth an impression there- 
of, shall be Hied lu the otllca of the secretary of 
Itnte. 


SKCTIOM 4. It shall bo tbo duty of tbo Imnk 
ronnni-slonor.nndhe shall have tho power by 
l'i"is"!f. Ill" deputy, or by nny examiner lie mny 
appoint for tliat purpose. In examine, nt least 
once in each year, tlx) cnsll, bllla, collaterals, 
si'fiirities, hooks of account; condition and af- 
fair of each bank, sarincs association and iiri- 
vain bank doing business in this state. t'<n- lii il 
purpose he may uxauilue on oath any of tho 
otllcers, owners, agents, clerks, customers 01 de- 
positors thereof, touching tho affairs nud biisl- 
nocanf such institution. Tho bankcnmmlsslniies 
shall examine, or causo to bo examined, any 
hink when requested by the board of directors 
of such bank. The bank commissioner Khali 
also ii'certnln whether such bank transact* Its 
business at tbo place designated In the article! 
of Incorporation, and whether Its hmduexs Is 
conducted In thu manner proscribed by law. 


SKCTIOM IS, No bank commissioner, deputy or 
examiner shall examine a bank in which he Is 
iuieicsted an stockholder, olllcor, employee or 
otherwise. No batik commissioner, deputy or 
Dinmiiier shall examine n bank located In tho 
mine village, city or county with any bank in 
which bo is interested ns stockholder, olllcer. 
employee or otherwise. The bank cumimtsloner,. 
deputy, and every clerk In his department, and' 
examiner, shall be bound by oath to keep secret 
all of tbo facts and Information obtained lu tho 
course of Mich examinations, except so far as 
the public duty of such olllcer requires him to 
report upon, or take special action rcRardliia 
thoiilTnir»of any bank. If nny bank comml* 
.'loner, deputy, examiner or clerk in such depart- 
tuent, elml. disclose the name of any debtor of 
nuy bank, or anything relative to the private 
accounts or transactions of surh bank, uriball 
disclose auy fact obtained In the course of bis 
examination of any bank, except as herein pro- 
vided, ha shall bo subject, upon conviction 
thereof, to forfeiture of his olllce, nnd to tho 
payment of a tine of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than ono thousand dollars, or 
Imprisonment lu the stato prison not less than 
six months nor more thau tvm years, or to both 
tnch fine and Imprisonucnt. 


Whenever it shall appear from tlio 
report of any bank, nt tlio bank roinmisslonpr

power, to examine micb bank to ascertain the 
facts, nud in cnte lie shall llnd such impairment 
or reduction of caiiitrd, to requlrn such bank to 
make good the dellcloncy so appearing.

bank shall refuse or fail for::::iiit> days after 
written notice to mnkn cmxl the dellclency so 
mipearillK or found to exist.

On becomini; satisfied that nny 
bank has refused to pay its depositors, in nc> 
cnrdnnco with tho terms ou which such dcposim 
iruru received, or that any bank has become In- 
solvent,or that itxcapital hnsbecomolmpaimd, 
or that nny bank has violated any of llio pro- 
visions of tnis law, the hank commissioner mny 
forthwith Ulke iKitsessloiKif the books, records 
anil as»«t» of nvory description of such bank, 
and hold thn same, and such tKKikii, rocuHs and 
nsFota shall not bo subject tunny levlemir at- 
tachments, until n court of competent jurisdic- 
tion can be applied to for the appointment of a 
receiver for such bank, who, under the direction 
of the court, shall take possession of tlm Ixmks, 
records and assets of every description, collect 
all debts, dues and claims, and sell or compound 
all doubtful debta, and sell all real nnd iiersonnl 
property on sucli terms ns the court shrill direct, 
and If necessary, enforce tlm individual liability 
of stockholders.

Sr.cTiciK 11. Diirim; the month of Tleremlwr 


of each year.the bank coinmissio:iershall make 
an annual rniMirt to the iroveniorof the stato 
which re|xirt shall be published and 'hall »x- 
hibit the cotKiitli.n of the various banks of this 
state, as of the clay of the lust lepnrt made to 
tho bank commissioner by such banks; and such 
report shall contain n etatemetit of thoco/uil. 
tion of every bank from which reports have been 
received, with an nlwtrnct of the whole amount 
of capital returned by them, the whole amount 
of their liabilities, the total amountof iv«oiircc<, 
and sitecifylm; the nniouiit of lawful money held 
by banks at the time of their several returns, ami 
shall i?ivii a tabulated stntementof thn resources 
and liabilities of each bank, and such other in- 
formation ns in his judgment may IMI required.

Hnwla's Itnler Say, the Only Hop* „ 


Notion. I. to Aboll.h Tholr Tro.ci 
HonllB Attitude Toward Each othe 
—I'rc.i Comment

St. Petersburg. Aug. 29.-By order o 


' Emperor Nicholas, Count Muravleff 


the foreign minister, on the 24th Ins 
handed to the foreign diplomats at S 
Petersburg a note declaring that th 
maintenance of peace and the reductlo 
of the excessive armaments now crush 
Ing all nations is the ideal for whlc 
all governments ought to strive. 


TJie czar consldere the present mo 


ment favorable for the Inauguration 
of a movement looking to this end 
and invites the powers to take part In 
an Internatirral conference as a mean 
of thus insuring real and lasting peac, 
and terminating tho progressive In 
crease of armament. 


London, Aug. 29.—Tho czar's propo- 


sition for an International conference 
for tho purpose of securing real am 
lasting pcaco among the powers ani 
tho termination of the progressive in- 
crease in armaments Is likely'to pro- 
duce a sensation throughout Europe, 
and coming from such a quarter and 
•with such evident sincerity of purpono, 
It is likely to have Important effects. 
There la no doubt that, with Russia 
taking the lead in such a step, Ger- 
many, prance and the other nations 
•will be ready to follow. 
The r.ext of 


the note follows: 


"The maintenance of general peace 


and the possible reduction of the exces- 
sive armaments which weigh upon all 
nations present themselves In existing 
conditions to the whole world as an 
ideal toward which tho endeavors of 
all governments should bo directed. 
Tho humanitarian and magnanimous 
Ideas of hln majesty the emperor, my 
august master, have boon won over to 
this view In the conviction that this 
lofty aim Is In conformity with tho 
most essential interests and legitimate 
views of all the powers, and the Im- 
perial, government thinks the present 
moment would be very favorable to 
seeking tho means. 


"International discussion Is the mos 


effectual means of Insuring benefit ti 
all peoples, a real durable peace—above 
all, putting an end to tho progressive 
development of the present armamontn 


, 
"In tho course of the last twenty 


years tho longing for general appease- 
ment has grown especially pronounce! 
In tho conscience of civilized nations 


I and tho preservation of peace has been 


put forward as an object of interna- 
tional policy. 
It is In Its namo that 


great states have concluded among 
themselves powerful alliances. 


"It Is tho better to guarantee peace 


that they have developed In propor- 


| tlons hitherto unprecedented' their mil- 


itary forces, and still continue to In- 
crease them, without shirking nay sac- 
rifice. 


"Nevertheless nil. these efforts havo 


not yet been able to bring about the 
beneficial result desired—pacification. 


"The financial charges following Mio 


upward march strike at the very root 
of public prosperity. Tho Intellectual 


[ and physical strength of the nation's 
labor and capital are mostly diverted 
from their natural application and are 
unproductively consumed.

armaments and to seek tho moans o 
•warding off tho calamities which ar 
threatening tho whole world—such 1 
tho supreme duty to-day imposed upon 
all states. 


"Filled with this Idea, his majesty 


has been pleased to command me to 
propose to all the governments whose 
representatives are accredited to th<

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Cortes Not .'to Discuss Incidents 


of the War. 


MUST 
AUTHORIZE 
PEACE, 


Supremo ConncMi Alone Are to Deal 


with the Various Dliniten—KoporU 
to Be Withheld—Interrlow with the 
Spanlih Premier. 


Madrid, Aug 29.—Senor Sagasta, the 


premier. Is quoted as having In the 
course of an Interview made some Im- 
portant statements, declaring tbat It 
was the government's Intention to re- 
press the discussion of war topics In 
the cortes. 


He said that as soon as the cortes 


met the government would submit a 
bill authorizing peace negotiations and 
next a measure relating to the suspen- 
sion of the constitutional guarautees. 


Although Senor Sagasta did not state 


the nature of this measure. It Id sup- 
posed that It will provide for the con- 
tinuation of the suspension. 


"The government," said the premier, 


"will not discuss in any form the ques- 
tions of peace or war. Indeed, tho 
deputies would bo entirely lacking in 
the material necessity for a discussion. 
The debate could not be based on con- 
crete, positive facts, founded on Indis- 
putable documents, since the necessary 
Information has not arrived. I believe 
that no discussion of the surrender of 
Santiago and Manila will occur nor of 
the destruction qf the Spanish fleet, un- 
less trustworthy'data and exact proofs 
are to hand. Moreover, no discussion 
Is permlEslble of matters at present un- 
der consideration by the supreme coun- 
cils of war and marine. Mistakes or 
blunders may have boon committed, 
but thus far wo have not sufficient ma- 
terial to Judge. 


"Another reason why questions ot 


peace and war should not be discussed 
Is that diplomatic negotiations tiro 
now being carried on, and a debate on 
these subjects might be provocative ot 
undesirable complications. It must not 
be said that peace Is signed and discus- 
sion Is now allowable. Peace Is not 
signed. Spain IB still at war with tho 
United States. The two nations have 
merely concluded a suspension of hos- 
tilities In order to negotiate peace. 
These negotiations may be brought to 
a successful Issue, but It might happen 
that hostilities will be recommenced.

"Should they ask to have presentr-i 


the documents concerning the stirremf- 
cr of Santiago and Manila and the de- 
struction of the fleet now In tho gov- 
ernment's possession tho government 
would not accede to tho request. These 
papers aro In the hands of the supremo 
councils, which alone before the proc- 
lamation of peace, can conduct Inquir- 
ies and establish' responsibilities. Tho 
Inquiries may result In acquittals or 
severe sentences, even the capital pen- 
alty."
